W as h in gt o n , Oct. 19.—Stabilization 
pf the American dollar awaits a 
period of quiet in the exchange mar- 
jcets of the world when wide fluctua­ 
tions shall hav e been ov ercome and a 
nattiral flow of funds in the normal 
currents of. commerce shall hav e been 
achiev ed once more. 
This is the plan now of the admin­ 
istration, as rumors of immediate j 
stabilization hav e been dispelled and 
a policy of w'atchful waiting has been 
substituted in the hope that the nat­ 
ural lev el sought by the President 
since last April will be attained. 
In the last ten days the financial 
world has been led to expect a clari­ 
fication of money policy. Dev aluation 
of tl« dollar by reducing ite gold con­ 
tent was believ ed to be Imminent. 
gtudiM had been made of the legal 
effects of such action. 
Discussions 
arose as to whether the profit accru­ 
ing from the increased gold v alue 
would go to the federal reserv e banks, 
in so far as their holdings were*con- 
cerned, and what the treasury would 
do with the enhanced v alue of its own 
gold, and whether new currency would 
be issued. 
cite FHglit of Capital. 
It has become apparent that these 
are questions which congress alone 
can dispose of. Enormous sums hav e 
been made by speculators as a result 
of the talk of inflation and the 
threatened dev aluation of the dollar 
ev er since congress passed the law 
last spring permitting the President 
to dev alue by 50 per cent. It is not a 
question of whether the gov ernment 
does or does not rightfully acquire 
the profit in the gold. 
The fact is 
there is no law under which confisca­ 
tion of the profit can be attempted 
and the question is one with which 
congress will hav e to deal. 
Meanwhile there are other obstacles 
to immediate stabilization. Whether 
proper or improper, the truth is that 
large sums of American capital hav e 
fled abroad and cannot be coaxed 
back under present conditions. This 
is 
complicating 
the 
gov ernment's 
problem, for flight of capital has j 
ruined more than one financial and 
economic 
plan In recent histoTy* 
Without the return o^ capital that 
logically belongs in the United States, 
there is no way to tell what the 
natural lev el of the dollar really is. 
If the gov ernment should announce j 
a stabilization plan, probably billions j 
of pounds and francs would be sold 
I 
by their American owners to get th e ; 
dollars of new v alue. By pursuing a , 
policy of anti-inflation the gov ern­ 
ment here is strengthening the dol­ 
lar. It is worth about 70 cent.s now 
in contrast to a low lev el of nearly 
60 cents n-ot so long ago. 
Its W o rth Is I'npertain. 
What the dollar would be worth If 
exchange restrictions were remov ed 
and a sound money policy proclaimed 
by the United States gov ernment is 
difficult to estimate accurately, but 
some epxerts think the dollar might 
go at least to 85 cents and others 
think it might rebound to par. 
The significance of the ‘‘no imme­ 
diate stabilization” program which is 
being followed by the gov ernment is 
that there will be plenty of time t# 
observ e the interplay of financial 
forces in the world and perhaps to 
discov er to what extent the recent 
low point of the dollar was artificially 
maintained on the theory that exces­ 
siv e expenditures of the federal gov ­ 
ernment, together with inflationary 
policies, influenced the world's opin- | 
ion of the dollar.

The cOTnmitiee designated to conduct the 
^U ed Charities campaign tor this year has 
Educed the quota to the ab solute needs. The 
^uota, $1,3^,000. is considerab ly less than that 
•f last year, which was not reached In iull. 
ihe reduction is due to the sub stantial help 
Expected from the federal and state govern- 
i^ients, provided Kamsas City doe.s its own part. 
* By far the larger portion of Kansas City s 
♦an fund will go for the maintenance of in- 
fllitutions that get no outside help In any 
event. These in.stitutions must b e supported, 
ipore now than ever b efore, for they are hard 
pressed b y general conditions of unemploy­ 
ment and relative poverty. 
Support of the Allied Charities is one of the 
•■fixed charges" on Kansas City. Whatever the 
requirement is, it must b e met. The ob ligation 
falls on everyone who can afford to contrib ute, 
and in proportion to ab ility to give. It should 
b ecome less rather than more difficult t* 
reach announced quotas from year to year, for 
the fund has b een administered economically 
and effectively. 
.Great savings have b een 
effected through the handling of local relief, 
especially with respect to supplie.s purchased 
and distrib uted through the Provident Asso­ 
ciation.

M o re W in te r Job s in Kansas C ity. 
The consideration of most immediate im­ 
portance in the assured b uilding of the new 
municipal auditorium this winter and next 
spring is the extensive employment it will give 
to b uilding trades and through the furni.shing 
of material. The grant of 51.135.000 b y the 
federal 
pub lic 
works 
administration, 
the 
amount repre.senting 30 per cent of the lab or- 
material cost, assure.s an early b eginning on 
the project. The employment, together with 
that for the b uilding of the new courthouse, 
should b e a sub stantial factor in relief through 
the coming winter. 
An outstanding satisfaction is that the ad­ 
ditional funds will enab le the city to complete 
the auditorium in full accordance with the 
plan* of tlw architects. 
As previously con­ 
templated. some of the incorporated assemb ly 
rooms, designed for lesser gatherings, would 
have b een left unfini.shed. their completion 
aepending on future provision.s. 
The plan 
was made to include all that the auditorium 
should emb ody strutturally, regardless of full 
cwnpleticm, with the funds voted for the 
b uilding. Now it will b e possib le for the city 
to have a municipal auditorium of splendid 
design and of ideal arrangement of incorpo­ 
rated facilities. 


W h y Is G erm any So Im p atien t? 


Chancellor Adolf Hitler and his spokesmen 
have b een particularly careful to^ make it 
clear that Germany's withdrawal from the 
world disarmament conference and the not.ce 
of her resignation from the JLicague of Nations 
does not imply any intention to violate her 
treaty ob ligations. If their declarations are to 
b e taken at face value, it is hard to see what 
Germany gains from either action from a 
practical point of view. TTie Treaty of Ver­ 
sailles states that “Germany agrees that after 
she has b ecome a memb er of the League of 
Nations, the armaments fixed in the said 
tab le (the present legal limitation of German 
armaments) shall remain in force until they 
are modified b y the council of the League,” 
The League of Nations has b een prcparing 
to make the modification referred to in the 
treaty b y way of a general disarmament 
treaty, drafted b y the world disarmament cuii- 
lerence in Geneva. The preparation has b een 
slow. Germany’s i-esentment at the rate of 
speed is entirely natural. But the conference 
apparently had reached the point where there 
was good prospect for a general agreement 
that would have given Germany actual arms 
equality with the other nalioas at the end of 
eight years. 
<The 8-year period was to b e 
divided into two 4-year period.s, in which, first, 
armies would b e turned into militia forces 
and then their equipment would b e reduced 
to “defensive levels.") 
This was perhaps as reasonab le a concession 
as could b e expected on the part of France 
and England in view of recent disquieting de­ 
velopments in Germany. 
With such immense gains in pro.spect for the 
liquidation of w’ar penalties it may b e hoped 
rthat second thought on the part of Germany 
v;» ll convince her leaders of the advisab ility of 
accepting the terms oflered. 
After all, v.hat 
has she to gain b y .standing out? 


T a m m a n y in a H a r d F itfh t. 


Th* New York Cay campaign has aroased 
uacommon intere.si throughout the country. 
Tammany is in the hardest b attle it has had 
in many years. 
Perhaps it would b e b etter 
to say the only b attle. The organization has 
Iteen challenged on it- record, as exposed 
“Ihrou fh the Scab ury investigation and as of 
know i^ge with respect to administrs- 


tion extravagance and almc» t iasupportab ls 
taxes. 
The “indications” of the campaign have 
fluctuated since the formal appearance of 
three candidate.s for major, the incumb ent, 
John P. O’Brien; Joseph V. McKee, independ­ 
ent Democrat, and Fiorello LaGuardia, Fusion- 
ist. suppcated b y the Repub lican organization 
and many anti-Tammany Democrats. 
The 
advent of McKee, the la.st to announce, gave 
Tammany new hope, the theory b eing that 
the anti-Tammany strength would b e fatally 
divided b etween him and LaGuaidia. 
McKee 
did not get into the race with the prestige 
he would have had if he had not delayed 
and vacillated when he was sought earlier 
to liead the Fu.sion movement. 
Although he 
had the b acking of Farley, national and state 
party chairman, and the presumptive Indorse­ 
ment of Pre.sident Roasevelt. he left himself 
open to critici.'m which he would have escaped 
if he had acted spontaneously rather than 
through Farley s persuasion. 
T.'immany has lo.st heavily to McKee in the 
defection of many of its leaders, 
But Mayor 
OBrien was not forced out of his candidacy 
b y some of the leaders who undertook this 
job , He still has heavy rank and file .support, 
together with the advantage of patronage. 
But he did not get what, at the time, he hoped 
for most, the open support of A1 Smith. 
The ex-govenior did not attend the ratifica­ 
tion meeting at Tammany Hall. 
He had a 
cold, it wa.s “passed around." 
But the cold 
alib i wa.s not official. It was not in the form 
of regrets to Mayor OBrien. 
So the cold 
seems under question. 
Neither did Senators 
Wagner and Copeland attend. 
They had 
“pressing b u.« iness." 
So. at this time. It looks more than hereto­ 
fore like a fight b etween McKee and La­ 
Guardia, with McKee cm the defensive, and 
OBrien in third place. 
Supporters of good 
government everywhere are much more inter­ 
ested in the possib le defeat of Tammany ihan 
in a choice b etween oppasing candidates.

the Pages of “ Lard’s Quarterly.”

E n fo rc in g the S R A . 


At the outset of the recovery pic^ram. ei^- 
pecially as it affected b lanket code operation, 
there was .stressed the spirit of volimiary co­ 
operation. 
Yet it was understood at the b e­ 
ginning and has b ecome more ob vious since 
that, if the program was to do the work de­ 
sired, there would need to b e. in iceruin in- 
.stances, a re.sort to compul.sion. 
There has 
b een the prob lem, how ever, of^ a policy of en­ 
forcement that would not involve injiu« iice to 
considerab le numb ers of individuals and b usi- 
ne.s-s concerns. 
The executive order now i.s.sued b y the^ Presi­ 
dent and the supplementary rules promulgated 
b y Admini.strator Johnson .seem designed to 
b ring the largest pos.sib le degree of compli­ 
ance on reasonab le term.s to thase operating 
under the b lue eagle. 
The order and rules 
are aimed specifically at fal.se representation, 
at prevention of a display of the recoverjT em­ 
b lem when conditions it impo.ses are not b e­ 
ing met. The penalties invoked—a fine of $500 
or a maximum of six months’ Imprisonment, 
or b oth—would apply in thase instances where 
there has b een given a full opportunity for 
compliance and then a failure to surrender the 
emb lems on demand. This stops short of the 
drastic procedure of licensing, which the act 
provides and which, in effect, might mean a 
virtual denial of the right to do b u.siness. But 
the effects of b oth procedures finally might b e 
identical. 
Tlie adoption of an enforcement policy has 
b een a trying question, and it ha.s b een the 
evident de.sirc of the administration to allow 
all possib le lime b efore any policy should b e 
made operative. A tightening up now is deemed 
neces.sary. 
Compliance b oard.s have b een or­ 
ganized throughout the country. 
They will 
seek to deal with alleged local offenders, then, 
in the event of failure, to pass the cases along 
for final action at Washington. 
Within the 
major industrie.s operating under individual 
codes there will b e a corresponding procedure. 
Thus a decisive test for industrial recovery Is 
at hand. 


Beyond Hi* Power. 
From Tit-Bit*. London. 
The soap b ox orator was attacking the gov­ 
ernment. and every few moments a heckler 
cried out, “You’re wrong, sir.” Presently the 
speaker got nettled and shouted at the heck­ 
ler, “Look here. 1 could tell you .something 
ab out the government that wmild make your 
hair stand on end.” 
“You’re wrong again, sir,” retorted the other, 
as. amid roars of laughter, he took off his hat 
and displayed a shiny pate. 


T was a picturesque period of middle West 
religious life—rude, stem and imeompro- 
mising in its precepts, b ut full of quaint 
charm in Us phj’Sical manifestatlon.s— 
that was recalled a few days ago at the An­ 
tioch church reunion over in Clay County. 
The very name of the old church, founded 
eighty years ago b y Moses E. Lard, has an 
antique flavor that b rings to the mind of an. 
irduslrial generation, whose church steeples 
rise over palatial houses of worship, the days 
when ‘ the groves were God’s first temples.” 
There is something ab out those old Bib lical 
names that warms the memory, like the echo­ 
ing seashelLs that housewives of the old time 
used to utilize as door stops, or the wax flowers 
that reposed in their glass case.s on the w hat­ 
not long ago. 
There still remain, hidden in 
thick groves b v the road.sides, some in lonely 
ruin and some still calling the faithful to 
worship from crtSmb ling little b ell towers, a 
few of those pioneer churches, with tl>eir ad­ 
jacent b urying grounds that attest the long 
rest of their founders. 
There i? melody in their name.';—and primi­ 
tive devotion as well. 
In Jackson. Clay. Ray, 
Bates and Clinton counties of Missouri one 
may still glimpse these relics of the past from 
the highways with their b eautiful name.s in 
fading 
letters over 
the 
doub le doorways: 
“Bethel." “Antioch,” “Mount Gilead. 
“Em­ 
manuel.” Shiloh," that sweep yhe mmd b ack 
to apostolic 
days, 
and 
Pleasant 
VaUey.” 
‘ W’oods Chapel.” “SiMring Valley.’ “Mount 
Ariel.’ "Buck Eir* and ‘ Indian Creek" that 
suggest The forests primeval in which they 
were reared long decades ago. 
The mystery 
that intnarues the young generation of today 
—that of the raison d 'etre of the doub le doors 
—IS no longer a mysiery. 
At the celeb ration 
of Antioch’s eightieth b irthday, over in Clay 
County, there were some present who had 
lived their lives within the sound of its 
church b ell and who had heard the upstand­ 
ing “Campb ellitc." Moses Lard, lay down the 
law of the Book from cover to cover, and these 
veterans of the old-time religion revedled the 
mystery—one of the church door.s was for the 
women and one for the men. and in the nave 
of the liUle church an oaken rail up the Sinter 
aisle separated them, 


EIO O UENT AS PREACHER AND W R IW . 
The founder of Antioch was more than a 
preacher—he was a controversialist of vigor 
and unyielding opinion and a writer of un­ 
usual ab ility. In the pages of the rare volume.* 
of “Lard’s Quarterly.” which he edited for 
many years, a copy of which is in the posses­ 
sion of his grand.soh. George B. Longan. the 
times in which he lived and the conditions 
under which his evangelical work wa.s done 
in MLs.souri and elsewhere are vividly b rought 
to life. 
In clear, fervent and realistic phraseology, 
while living in Lexington. Ky., he tells in one 
of his Quarterly papers the story of his “first 
meeting,” which, he states, was held “in the 
far. far West at a place called Oakland.” 
T hat far West was on the north b orders of 
Clay County, Missouri, and long ago Oakland, 
and its aspiring close neighb or, Haynesville, 
vanished from the scene, or b ecame » ab sorb ed 
in the neighb oring town of Holt. 
It was in 
this region that Moses E. Lard’s early youth 
had b een spent. 
“Oakland was so named,” he wrote, “from 
the fine old oak b eneath whose grand shade 
the meeting was lield, and from the forest of 
puerile oaks that grew around it near and 
far. all of which, for aught I know to the 
contrary, may have b een the true lineal 
descendants of that same patriarchal tree. 
. . . Prom the meeting to w’hich I am now 
alluding. 
Oakland 
soon 
b ecame 
somewhat 
famous In the circumjacent country, an honor 
which I am glad to Inform the reader it has 
not forfeited at this writing (1863). . . . 
Most of the men in the neighb orhood could 
read Chronicles b y spelling half the words, 
w'hiie all had either read Bunyan and eighth 
of Romans, or heard them read. 
Bunyan 
supplied them with experiences, Romans with 
texts to prove predestination; the former en­ 
joyed the favor and the affection; the latter, 
the authority. On Sundays mast of the coun­ 
try flocked to meeting, the wags to swap 
horses and whittle, and to b et on the coming 
races; the Christians, as was fitting, to hear 
the sermon and relate their experiences. 
“In the midst of this primitive community 
my father had settled more than thirty years 
ago. 
He migrated west from Tennessee, for 
the sake of the game which then ab ounded 
in Missouri. He was a man of quick, strong 
sense, tall and straight as an Indian with 
a flashing eye and b lack hair. . . . His 
rifle, his pony» and his dog were the idols of 
hlD heart. He was tender-hearted as a woman, 
perfectly truthful and exceedingly improvident. 
A few months after we landed in Missouri he 
died. 
He now sleeps in a quiet wood ab out 
a half mile south of Haynesville. In the dark 
shade of that nob le forest is a fitting place

for the long.'deep repose of that daring hunter, 
tender heart and chivalrou.* pioneer. 
READ « RLE BY riREUGHT. 
“A.* I passed to and from that first meeting 
many a familiar ob ject met my eye. which 
awoke reminiscences of other days and other 
scenes. There was the field in which I had 
worked for a dime a day and the acre I had 
grub b ed for a pair of shoes. 
I passed the 
hollow where Drew Cogdill. the hunter, had 
seen a ghost, the point where I had slaugh­ 
tered a deer, saw the iinn tree frwn which I had

b rought down an eagle, and the spot where 
Stanton had killed my d o g , 
A little heap of 
rub b i.sh was all that remained to mark the 
site of the cab in where my father had d^d and 
on which Mrs, Bill Crawford had seen him 
sitting in his winding sheet long months after 
he was b uried . . . 
“But amongst all these ob jects the ones that 
touched me deepest and had the most immedi­ 
ate b earing on the meeting were some hickory 
trees. In the early times, to which the first 
part of this piece alludes, we could afford no 
candle.*. Yet even then I was fond of reading 
and prided myself on the facility with which I 
could commit to memory the Bib le. Either at 
home or ab road I would toil through the day, 
and then comi^lt my chapter at night. Whole 
b ooks of the New Testament were thus treas­ 
ured up. The b ark of those hickory trees af­ 
forded me the light b y which this work was 
done. There they stood as naked as the day I 
had peeled them. 
I had now returned to 
preach to the people the truths I liad thus ac­ 
quired. How strange it seemed. I little dreamt, 
as I lay on my cab in hearth b y the light of 
that b lazing b ark, that I was then collecting 
the strength that should one day induce a 
.scene such as I was then passing through. My 
first meeting after two week.* closed—closed 
with honor to the name of Christ, and deep 
joy to many a spirit.” 
A moving incident of the equalitarian gos­ 
pel preached b y Moses Lard in th(« ;e days when 
the slavery question was still a decade away 
from its final settlement is poignantly told in 
the Quarterly story of “Dick and South 
Point.” It related to meetings held at Rich­ 
field and South Point, Mo.—names that dwell 
now only in dim memory. 


MASTER AND SLAVE ATTEND MCFIVNG. 


“In the summer of 1853 I had an appoint­ 
ment to preach in Richfield, Mo.,” the narra­ 
tive relates. “The Sunday morning at length 
came and I rode down to the village. While 
hitching my horse a b lack man came up to me 
and said: ’You do not know me, b ut I know 
you, and have known you a long time. 
My 
name is Dick. I once b elonged to the church 
at Stanley’s, where old b rother W arrinner used 
to preach, and near which he is b uried. I have 
come fifteen miles today to hear you preach 
and I have b rought with me my young mas­ 
ter, Thomas. He is a good b oy, and I think 
he would b e a Christian, if he knew how.’ 
“With this artless tale of a poor servant 
man, my heart was touched. My memory at 
once b ecame fragrant with reminiscences of 
the past. 
The strange, sweet eloquence of 
Jacob W arrinner warb led once more through 
my soul, and I felt the spell of that dear man. 
He had b een my friend and I loved him still. 
When a young man and trying to preacli I 
had sometimes b lundered. 
Others had criti­ 
cized me coarsely, b ut Jacob W arrinner patted 
me on the shoulder, looked me warmly in the* 
eye. and .*ald: ‘Go on, my son, you have done 
well. Be thoughtful and persevere and when 
I am gone you will b e a man’ . . . Those 
were precious words, and dear to me still were 
the lips that had spoken them. 
“Dick soon Introduced me to his master, 
Thomas, whom I took to b e an honest, steady 
b oy. Musing on this incident. I went into the 
meeting house. 
May there not b e, I said to 
my.self, .something providential in this? 
I 
recollected that many people do not b elieve in 
special providences, yet, just then, the con­ 
viction of their reality clung very close to my 
heart. 
. . . Let fatalists talk as they may, 
thought I. I b elieve there is something in this. 
, . . But now I was at the meeting house. 
The audience was of good size—yet not a 
Christian in it had come fifteen miles to 
worship that day, save Dick, the b lack man. 
Ls not this a critique, I asked myself, on the 
small zeal of the proud white man? He does 
not toil, yet he travels no fifteen miles to 
meeting. 
I thought of the previous week’s 
lab or of Dick. He might, with much reason, 
have claimed that day as a day of rest. 
I 
counted again his fifteen miles, and then 
went to work with heart. Thomas, too. was in 
that congregation—a circumstance which I 
determined not to forget for the next hour and 
a half. 


A SINGLE-TRACK SERM ON, 
“In my b oyhood days, when hunting was 
the idol of my heart. I loved the single, fatal 
Shot, I resolved to try it now. In my sermon 
I kept steadily in n.ind a plain, honest 
to y 
of 16. 1 knew if he had no great cultivated 
mind to comprehend the sub tleties of Chris­ 
tianity, he had an anxious, yearning heart to 
feel its b lessed provisions. To this I trusted 
largely, and never have I trusted it in vain. 
. . . My dlaiourse. as already intimated, 
wa.* to Thomas, and was exceedingly plain. 
It consisted in a simple statement of what 
ChrL*t had done for him, and now required 
of him. In plowman's phrase, I told the tale. 
This was my early dialect, and I spoke it to 
perfection. I felt that, might b e, the interests 
of an immortal spirit were staked on that 
speech. 
At length I guessed the time and 
closed. 
My invitation ended. Thomas came 
forward and gave me his hand. 
Poor Dick 
was as near heaven then as he will ever b e 
again until he reaches that b lessed ab ode. He 
could not sit, he could not stand, he did not 
shout, b ut clapped his hands, while tears ran 
down 
hi.* 
toil-worn 
cheeks. 
I 
b orrowed 
clothss for Tb omas and immersed tü m Uiat 


evening. He and Dick retraced those fifteen 
miles, and in what mood the true heart needs 
not b e told. 
•Two weeks after thl.*. I was going to an 
appointment at Lexington, Mo., when, within 
ab out one mile of their home, I met Dick and 
Thoma* in the road. 
I need not say they 
w'cre glad to see me. 
Dick did most of the 
talking. 
Since you b aptized Thomas.' he told 
me, ‘the preachers have made you their text 
generally, sometimes ThcHnas, and they have 
even stooped to talk of poor Dick. 
For the 
Lord's sake, come and talk to us just once. 
If no more.’ ‘Dick,’ said I, 'on next Wednesday, 
God willing, I shall return this way on my 
road home. 
If you and Thomas will smooth 
off the top of a stump under some shade 
trees somewhere in the neighb orhood and 
will circulate the appointment, on that day, 
at 11, I will preach for you.’ 


A STUMP FOR A PULPIT. 
“On the following Wednesday I returned. 
In the shade of some great trees, according to 
my promise to Dick, I found a stand for my­ 
self. seats for the people, though close b y 
there was a church well locked. . . . The 
audience wa.* large, unusually large for a 
Wednesday. They were an honest agricultural 
people, b lessed with pertinent common sense 
and sound hearts. 
I felt iiLspired for the 
work of the day. I spoke for two hours and 
thirty minutes—an unconscionab le length of 
time. I grant. 
But the attention was most 
profound and respectful. . . . The next day 
I spoke the same length of time. 
Many a 
b osom then, for the first time, heaved with 
deep religious emotion. 
We had met in the 
shade of grand old trees. 
Never had Christ, 
there In that primeval forest, b een so con­ 
fessed after 
the 
primitive 
manner. . . . 
Shortly after this, we met, ab out a mile 
distant, at a more convenient spot, for the 
purpose of organizing a church. . . . It 
was the b ase of a gentle hill, looking toward 
the south. 
But what name should it b ear? 
W ith one consent it was called South Point. 
It 
lies 
in 
Ray 
County. 
Missouri. 
Thus 
originated the name South Point, and the 
church meeting there.” 
'[Oakland and Haynesville, where Lard’s 
“first meeting” was held, have no longer an 
Independent existence as towns. 
Richfield 
and South Point have apparently also disap­ 
peared from the maps.]
